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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 3-24 and 26-44 are allowed. 

2. The declaration under 37 CFR 1.132 filed 4/20/2009 is sufficient to overcome the 
rejection of claims 1, 3-24 and 26-44 based upon 35 U.S.C. 103 over George et al, Sandhu et al, 
Leskela et al and Suntola et al. The declaration shows unexpected results for increased growth 
rate for metal silicon oxide growth in a flow type reactor. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
is George et al (Surface chemistry for atomic layer growth). George et al teaches a static fill 
method of atomic layer epitaxial growth for binary metal oxides and growth of silicon oxide, and 
alternating between various materials to growth superlattices which suggests multicomponent 
mixed oxide thin films. Applicant's declarations for unexpected results for increased growth rate 
and that one of ordinary skill in the art would not use a flow type process in the static fill process 
taught by George et al are persuasive to overcome the prima facie case of obviousness.
